The Pack Estimated at 250.000 Cases -An 
Excellent Method for Opening Canned 
(ioods. 

V. Cook, of tho canning firm of M. & V. 
Cook, Clinton, Or., was seen at the Driard 
last night by a Colonist representative. 
In conversation, Mr. Cook stated that an 
outside estimate of the Columbia river pack 
for the present year is 250,000 cases. Several 
years ago there were thirty-eight canneries 
on tho lower Columbia.

Ottawa, May 10. —Parliament was pro- 
rogued to-day with the tisu d formalities. 
Tho Governor General's speech simply re- 
views tho session, and says the negotiations 
respecting Belli ing's Sea are still in pro- 
gress ut Washington, with good prospects of 
uu equitable settlement. M' iiwhile the 
continuance for another year of, the "modus 
vivendi" will serve to show our cure to 
cultivate the most friendly rei.tti ins with 
the United States governmont und (.eoplo. 

Before prorogatit ,i, Sir J« fin said he had 
expt cd Hon. Mr. Tupp would have 
arrivi from Washington, but he is travel- 
ing V y slowly, having he i dangerously 
ill. The government had received com- 
munications from England, v Inch, however, 
were indefinite. 

Trow asked if the gov 1'nineut intended 
to s' 'ile tbe Bremner clui , so '.s to avoid 
the threatened litigation. L,ai md Mills 
questioned the liability of the government 
to pay the indemnity. The ipposition 
leader said tho amount should be paid by 
those who had so unwarrantably appropri- 
ated the furs. Sir John said the case was 
.similar to that of a master who was respon- 
sible for his subordinate, but this would be 
decided by a narrower line. Ile had not 
looked at the evidence sufficiently to guide 

him to a derision as to the liability 
yet ; but if be found the govern- 
ment responsible, they would immediately 
pay the amount. Sir Sector Langevin then 
read a statement from his department, 
showing conclusively the falsity of the 
charges so far as affected his department. 

Regarding the Esquiinalt contract, Starra 
4 O'Hanley, of Ottawa, the low- 
est tenderers, were awarded the contract 
in October, 1884. A few days later 
they found they had made serious errors in 
their calculations, and asked permission to 
sun ender the contract. As the chief en- 
gineer reported the contractors were nimble 
to perform the work at the prices quoted, 
the government had no alternative but to 
give the contract to the next lowest 
tenderers, Lark in iV Connelly. 

Correspondence relative to tho dismissal 
of Guard Wiggins, of the British Columbia 
penitentiary, shows that in December lust 
McLean made complaints to Senator Mc- 
Innis. The minister ordered un investiga- 
tion. McLean frankly said he had a griev- 
ance. He Was given permission to keep 
roomers and boarders, and after consider- 
able expenditure in fitting up he was ordered 
to discharge his boarders. Wiggins declined 
to make any statement. The minister for- 
gave McLean for his frankness, iiud ordered 
the warden to bounce Wiggins. The latter 
refused to accept the salary due, Buying he 
was not done with the penitentiary yet.

When it is desired to open the can, 
the key in taken, the end of the raised strip 
is placed In the aperture and the strip is 
cut from the can taking the top completely 
oir, and permitting the emptying of its con- 
tents in good shape. The devise is such a 
convenient one that it will, of necessity, 
some into general uso. It does away with a 
very unpleasant work with a can-opener, 
jack-knife, or meat axe. Now, when u 
hoUseWLfe wants to open a can of lish, fruit, 
or vegetables, it is with great trouble b nil 
danger to the hands, and when the feat is 
accomplished the cut; has a jagged edge. 
With the key-can, in Indira, minute, it is 
possible to take off the top of the can and 
have t he contents emptied. British Colum- 
bia dinners have established a high reputa- 
tion for their goods, und will undoubtedly 
take advantage of tho key-ean so that they 
may also possess this excellent method of 
presenting their goods to the public.

THE LEGAL PROFESSIONS BILL. 

It would he hopeless to attempt to correct 
all, or any large number, of the Times' 
falsehoods, for its stock in trade, when deal- 
ing with its political opponents, besides 
personal abuse, is distortion ami untruth.

MA' OPPOSITION LIE. 

Unable tn meet the Leader of the Govern- 
ment's telling arguments in favor of the 
Railways' Aid Act, the Times, without the 
shadow of a foundation, asserts that, "it is 
quite certain that the royalty clause, in- 
stead of being a happy conception of the 
Government's, is really tho child of some 
astute English capitalist." This isa specimen 
of the way hi which the Times deals with an 
important subject. Instead of showing 
by facts and arguments tiiat its opposition 
to it is foil tide 1 on reason, it taises a lying 
rumor or publishes an insulting personality. 
The royalty clause was placed in that Act 
because there was no other inducement to 
hold out to men of capital to open up dis- 
tant mining regions by railways. The Gov- 
ernment had no motley worth \\ bile to oll'oi 
them, the greater part of the land was not 
available for agricultural purposes, and 
it would ncv r do to give the 
companies fall control of the precious 
metals that might ha found 011 their land 
grant. The only course left was to give the 
railway men an interest in the minerals on 
their lands. Win n this became known to 
the moneyed men of the east, they naturally 
pricked up their ears and made enquiries 
respecting the country to be opened up. 
This was a natural consequence of the en- 
actment of the law. But the Times cannot 
or will not eee this, and concocts a lie in order 
to create a prejudice against the Govern- 
ment.

justified. Rather than do that they agreed 
to a compromise, which was to last until 
the census is taken, and we cannot see how 
anyone can blame them. The Times, at 
Biiy rati!, has no reason to complain; ami 
this it evidently knows full well, for 
although it carps and snarls at t lie lb dis- 
tribution Act it has not yet given what can 
be regarded as anything like a reason why it 
should not he accepted by both Mainland 
and Island.

RYKERT IN TUB FIELD. 

Mr. J. 0. Rykert publishes an address to 
the electors of Lincoln and Niagara in 
which he poses as an ill-used and a perse- 
cuted man. He contends that he has been 
uilty of no offence punishable by the hiw 
of tho land, and that Parliament had 110 
business to pry into his private correspond- 
ence, or to pass judgment upon the way in 
w hich he transacted his private business. 
Ho quotes the speech of the Hon. Mr. 
Blako to show that this view of the case is 
the correct one. It will, no doubt, strike 
the unprejudiced reader of Mr. Rykert'u 
address that, if ho lifts stated Mr. Blake's 
views fairly, it is a very singular thing that 
that gentleman not only acquiesced in his 
condemnation, but used all the influence ho 
possessed to procure from the committee 11 
deeision adverse to Mr. Rykert, Mr. 
Blake may not be always consistent, but if 
is rather too much to expect the electors 
of Lincoln to believe that be would 
act in direct, opposition to his publicly ox- 
pressed opinion.

This expression arose thus: On the 17th 
of December, 1510, the abbey church of 
St. Peter, Westminster, was advanced to 
tho dignity of a cathedral by letters pat- 
ent; but ten years later it was joined to 
the diocese of London again, ami many 
of its estates appropriated to the repairs 
of St. Paul's cathedral. One hundred 
years later, in 1010, wo find in "Outland- 
ish Proverbs," selected by Mr, George 
Herbert, priest and poet of classic re- 
nown, the subject of one of Wulton's 
Lives, the proverb altered and set forth 
as follows: "Give not St, Peter so much, 
to leave St. Paul nothing." This proverb 
is quoted by Francis Rabelais early in 
the Sixteenth century.

THE McGHEEVY SCANDAL. 



Sir Hector Langevin Refers to it in 
tlio Dominion Parliament. 



Tune Reiterates HIi Accusatlons-Ilou. Mr. 
McGreevj's Statement 



In tho llouso nf Commons, on the llth 
inst, in reply to 11 quea ion by Mr. Trow, 
M. P., 

Sir Hector Langevin Baid that the at- 
tention of the Government had boon called 
to a statement ill Le Canadien, Quebec, 
published on the 30th April, L890, from 
0. E. Murphy, a member of the firm 0) 
Larkin, Connolly & Co. Since 1875 a 
majority of the Harbour Board of Com- 
missioners was appointed by the Govern- 
ment, "no member was appointed by 
the Board of Trade of Quebec, and two 
by the Dominion Government. In answer 
Up "la it true that 'Jo cents per yard for 
dredging in tlio works of the harbor men- 
tioned in said publications lias Leon paid 
to the contractors instead of 27 cents, as 
uthrmed in the statement above referred 
to?" the Minister said that mat tor was 
under the control of the Harbor Com- 
missioners of Quebec. The contract given 
by the Harbor Commissioners was for 27 
cents per square yard inside the basin, 
and the tidal basin vvt.s 47 cents. As the 
contract was being executed the Harbor 
Commissioners wanted it a larger depth 
in tlio inside basin, then they asked the 
contractors what amount they would 
charge. The contiactors added the 27 
cents and the 47 cents together, and thou 
asked one-hall that sum, which would ho 
27 cents. The Harbor Commissioners 
only paid ;io cents. The full particulars 
from the Harbor Commissioners and all 
official documents would be brought down. 
The contract had been given 10 this linn 
for the completion of the dry dock at 
Esquhnalt. I ho tender of Messrs. Larkin 
& Co. was accep ed by the Government. 
There were some changes in tho contract 
in regard to atone. Documents would be 
laid before the House. 

At a later stage of the Barne day's session 
Mr. Barron read the following telegram : 

Quebec, May 7th, 1890. 
To Mr. Barron, M.P, House of Commons: 
1 can produce unquestionable evidence 
in support of the charges published by Le 
Canadien, and prove, moreover, in a 
conclusive manner that Mr. MoGreevy, a 
member of Parliament, and of tho Quebec 
Harbour Commission, worked up in Ottawa 
the changes in dredging from ."17 cents to 
35 cents, in 1887 ; also that he suggested 
himself the withdrawal of the lowest ten- 
dors in 1 lie contract for the crosswalls in 
188^5, so that the contract might go to the 
highest tenderer, Larkin, Connolly & Co, 
[suae . Tarte. 
Mr. Currail said lie had had a state- 
ment from the member from Quebec West 
for the past fortnight, and .since this tele- 
gram had been read he would now read, 
it was as follows : "With reference to the 
charges made against me, 1 am moved by 
feelings of sorrow as well as indignation : 
of sorrow at the thought of my own brother 
who bus received no hing but favours at 
my hands, and who has grown rich at my 
expense, should now at the latter end of 
our days, 1)3 tound conspiring against me 
in tho company of a fugitive from justice : 
and of indignation that a man, who has 
taken shelter i;i this Dominion to escape 
the penitentiary in the noun try from which 
he tied, laden with thespoilsofa plundered 
treasury, should dare become tlio accuser 
of men known in this country to be above 
suspicion, and 1 hat. any honorable member 
of this House should be so far imposed 
Upon by the two conspirators as to lay 
before it an transparent a series of calum- 
nies. The accusations although apparently 
specific, are mere insinuations against 
myself and others, and tho only way in 
which 1 can meet them here is but by a 
simple and positive denial. 1 deny that 
1 had any knowledge of my brother's 
alleged connection with the contract or 
contractors inent ioiied in tho accusations. 
The statement that 1 personally partici- 
pated in profits accruing to my brother 
out of such contracts, or benefitted by 
them, or that 1 was paid any sum or sums 
of money, or that any consideration was 
ever promised to me are totally unfound- 
ed. Therefore as a member of this 
House of 2,'J years standing, I assure you, 
sir, in all candor that, in so far as I am 
personally concerned, these accusations 
are false; they are only a part of a deep 
conspiracy to ruin me and two or three 
other gentlemen who, in a fair contest 
and to protect our own property, defeated 
these conspirators in their attempt to 
gain control of . a largo navigation com- 
pany. Having been ball) d on that occa- 
sion, I have now to deal with the supple- 
mentary accusa' ions added to Mr. Mur- 
phy's, by my blot her, Kohl. H. McGreevy. 
In the year 188(1, upon my retiring from 
active business, he bought: out my plant 
and material, becoming my debtor in 11 
largo sum, which, with the other large 
sums of money I have frequently advan -oil 
since, to extricate him from the many 
always unfortunate enterprises in which 
ho embarked, has gone on increasing 
until il reached nearly half a rnillii 11 dol- 
lars. Whenever he was in difficulties he 
eanio to me. tt is true he has paid ma 
various sums on account, but feeling my- 
self obliged to pi cas for settlement, I 
some months ago sued him foi $354,000 
balance still duo me. I come now to tho 
last accusation, relative to 1 he Admiral, 
1 never owned tho steamer, nor never 
was 1 contractor with the Government for 
the Bame." 



gather with his wife, came to Montreal. 
Hero several Protestant ministers took 
much interest in him, and he preached 
several times. He was on friendly terms 
with Rev. Father Ohiniquy, but firmly 
opposed to the religious faith in which ho 
had been reared.

For .some time ha had 
been rather short of money, but seems to 
have suddenly become possessed of plenty 
an I on the day of his disappearance re- 
paid sums which he had borrowed from 
friends. He also gave $5 to his wife, and 
then had some 815 or $20 left, A curious 
circumstance occurred on Tuesday morn- 
ing when a man called and inquired for 
Kov. Mr. Martin, staling that ho was de- 
sirous of taking lessons 111 French. A 
neighbor recognized the man as a member 
of the city police force, which he denied. 
As the missing gentleman did not return 
on Tuesday, Rev. Dr. W illiam", who was 
on fr ondly terms with Mr. Martin, sough', 
the assistance of Chief Hughes, who had 
the policeman brought before him, and he 
then stated that what he had done was 
under 1 ho i list ructions of his sergeant, who 
was then out of the city on business. The 
constable visited Mr. .Martin's house 
about 9 a. in. , and as I he only persons 
who then knew of the rev. gentleman's 
disappearance were his wife and Mr. 
Morin, his visit was extremely strange. 
What connection, if any, his visit and 
that of the nun's had w ith Mr. Martin's 
d sappearance are at present enshrouded 
in mystery. Oue significant fact may he 
mentioned. Mr. Mar in being a scholar, 
Dev. Dr. Williams entertained the idea 
of getting him into the French Methodist 
college as a teacher, and asked him to 

write him several theses on theological 
.subjects. In due course Mr. Williams 
received a large roll, which, being in 
French, ho did net. trouble himself to 
translate, but put away, as lie thought, in 
a piiie 11 hole in his stud}-. On Monday 
afternoon last, the day of the disappear- 
ance, Mr. Martin called and wanted the 
manuscript back. He evinced the greatest 
anxiety to get it, following Mr. Williams 
into his study and even looking into the 
pigeon hides himself, and evincing con- 
siderable disappointment when he could 
not find it. 



A BOUT BOILING FOOD. 

There is in boiling and frying foods a 
very simple problem in physics, which 
most people ignore, viz., that of latent 
heat. When a piece of meat, a vegetable 
or other article of food, which is at tho 
ordinary temperature, tit) degress to 75 
dei;s. P., is placed in boiling water or, fat, 
the temperature of the solution is lowered 
proporti >natoly to the mass and tempera- 
ture of the article introduced, and it is not 
until the mass has absorbed more heat 
from tho tire that the solution again conies 
ta the boil. 

If care is taken, either by introducing 
the food in small quantities at a time into 
tlio b tiling solution so that very little 
lowering of the temperature takes place, 
or by a preliminary beating of the food 
before adding it to the solution, and in 
every case allowing the solution to boil 
before introducing any fresh material. the 
a ddenness of improperly boiled or fried 
foods will be avoided.

Tilt: SHIPPERS ARE ATTRACTED HERE, 
where they receive fairer treatment than 
in any other. There is no one parti- 
cular house that is in the lead here, and 
this divides up the competition pretty 
equally. Why the shipper gets fairer 
t eatmeut here is because, when ho sends 
the goods down, they are put up and sold 
to tiie highest, tender, whereas in other 
markets they are sent to a commission 
house, whose members use heir individual 
efforts to get what they aro worth; a me- 
timoa getting a good price and at others 
only an indifferent one. These commis- 
sion houses, which sell goods ill this way, 
have, many of them, a grade to which 
they are compelledrto show preference in 
certain quarters, whereas here, the com- 
mission houses are not beholden to any of 
the dealers. There is positively" no 
favoritism whatever. Those who have 
been in the habit of shipping to this port 
understand the advantage of doing so. 
It certainly would be to the advantage of 
collectors of furs to recoguizj Victoria as 
a mai ket for their collections. In seals 
als i we have great advantages, for often 
the vessels in tho trade are attracted 
from San Francisco to come here and 
market their season's catch. The pro- 
bability of Victor a remaining a market 
is assured as long as here aro furs to be 
marketed. Its advantages are und ubted- 
ly recognized at present by the quantity 
ol skins that come here, Last year very 

high prices prevailed here, and the 
shipper got tho benefit of it, whereas 
those wdio sent direct to tlio London 
market had to accept, the large declines 
that to .!; place thore.

HOUSE BREEDING IN RUSSIA. 

Le Sport recently published soino very 
valuable information with regard to 
horse breeding in Russia. Dhe writer of 
tho articlo states that the total number of 
horses in Russia is over 21,U00,U'M), of 
which 15,000,000, or one for every adult 
inhabitant, are fit for work. But there 
is a considerable difficulty in obtaining 
trie number of horses required for the 
army, the reason being that the Remount. 
Commissions pay such a low ju ice. The 
creation of stallion depots by the Htate is 
designed to remedy this condition of 
things, and in addition to 3.964 private 
studs, which comprise about 11,600 s al- 
lions and over 100,0(10 mares, there are 
now eighteen of these state depots, which 
contain about 1,500 stallions, all placed 
at the disposal of local breeders at fees 
ranging from one to ten roubles, the 
value of the rouble being now about half 
a crown. The administration of tho 
Haras also endeavors to encourage breed- 
by distributing about 100,000 roubles 
in prizes for shows and races. The most 
luablo prizes are those named after tho 
emperor, the empress, the Czarewitoh, 
and other distinguished personages who 
have rendered services to the breeding 
interest, while the weights are lixed ac- 
cording to tho English scale. But the 
distances. are nut the same, for the Hat. 
rac s range from two and a half miles to 
four furlongs, while some of the steeple- 
chases are more than twelve miles. 
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LORD BERBSFORD RESIGNS, 

A short time ago we mentioned that 
Lord Marcus Beresford contemplated 
resigning tho post of official starter to the 
.Jockey club— which he has held for 
several years — in order to take the 
management of the racehorses belonging 
to the Prince of Wales and Baron de 
Hirsch. Wo aro now enabled to announce 
that his lordship's resignation is an accom- 
plished fact, and that tho jockey club 
will next week entrust tho starling flag, 
tentatively, to a fresh hand -—probably 
that of Mr. Arthur Coventry. It is 
understood that Lord Marcus I'.eresford 
will initiate his successor into the 
mysteries of the art in which ho has 
provod himself such an adopt. At. tho 
samo time his engagement with tho 
Prince of Wales and Baron do llirseh 
cominoncoH, Wfl believe, immediately, and 
tho horses belonging to His Royal High- 
ness and tlio Baron will bo forthwith 
removed from Kingscloro to Newmarket, 
The many friends of Lord Marcus will 
wish him idi success in his new ontor- 
priao.
